The streets taken over two years 
ago included East W ashington street,

Governor Pinchot, in commenting 
on the bills, stated: “My action on 
these is in accord with my desire to 
permit cities to share fully in reduc­ 
tion of local taxes afforded through 
transfer of highways to the state.

W A R N IN G on swimming dangers was issued today bv Dr. J. 


Bruce McCreary, deputy state secretary of health. 
He said 
that while there has been a decrease in Pennsylvania drownings 
in the m ore recent years, the figure is still high for this type ot 
accident. 
“ W hile undoubtedly the large number of outdoor pools and 
supervision at beaches have played a part in reducing the n u m ­ 
ber of accidental drownings in Pennsylvania, the fact remains 
that four hundred t. _rsons lost their lives last year while swim­ 
m in g ,“ said Doctor MeCreary. 
“ Too frequently it is the so-called experienced swimmer 
who becomes a victim of his over confidence and thus v en ­ 
tures beyond his capacity. 
Again swimmers between the ages 
of 10 and 19 are outstanding as victims of swimming accidents. 
Investigation reveals that lack of respect for deep water in 
dicated by rocking the boat as well as other childish pranks are 
responsible for m any drowning fatalities. 
“ It invariably pays to swim under supervision rather than in 
isolated spots, whether in the sea, lake or river. 
It also would 
be well if the so-called expert were inclined to underestimate 
rather than over-value his swimming prowess. 
It need scarce­ 
ly be added that those riding in a canoe or boat should respect 
its capsizing possibilities and govern themselves accordingly. 
“ Swimming is an ideal recreation under proper safeguards 
and conditions. 
However, accidental deaths will reach in the 
hundreds again this year, as in past years, unless thoughtless 
swimmers and canoeists very definitely mend their,w ays.”

(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, June 8.— The 
banking and currency committee’s 
new resolution giving its sweeping 
additional power to investigate in­ 
come tax returns and other secrets 
of J. P. Morgan and Co., together 
with other private bankers, was ap­ 
proved today by the senate. 
The senate also approved a reso­ 
lution granting $100,000 of additional 
money to conduct the committee’s 
stock market investigation.

Senator Fletcher (D) of Florida, the 
committee chairman, 
pointed out 
that authority of the senate inves­

County commissioners were asked 
to share in the expense of keeping 
a large body of men at work under 
the mayor’s relief p»lan, at a confer­ 
ence held by council with the com- 
misslemers at the court house this 
morning. 
Present at the conference were 
Mayor Charles B. Mayne, council- 
men, Louis B. Genkinger, A. A. 
Hoyland and Stanley Treser, with 
their attorney, City Solicitor Ro­ 
bert White and County Commission­ 
ers P. O. Elder, F. R, Woods and 
Elmer Conners, with their attorney, 
'"County Solicits John P. Lockhart. 
MaycH* Majme gave a brief outline 
of the work which has been done by 
the mayor’s relief committee. 
He 
then stated that since the county 
coal mines have been shut down, 
there have been additional men 
wanting work from the city. 
The city is now proposing to im­ 
prove the lower route to Cascade 
Park, over the old street car right 
of way. This is to be graded, wid­ 
ened and made into a driveway to 
Cascade Park.

nature oC a permanent improvement. 
Mayor Mayne said that as the city 
has no taxing power few poor pur­ 
poses, the burden of employing more 
men is greater than the city can 
stand. He stated that the city would 
like to put on 250 men. 
Asks County To Share. 
The expense which h^ asked the 
county to assume is the payment of 
insurance of 25 cents per day per 
week for each man, foremen for the 
different gangs, and the cost of 
feeding the men at noon. 
He estimated that the total ne­ 
cessary expense which it w'ould be 
asked that the county should pay 
would be fr(wn $1200 to $1500 per 
month. 
The county commissioners stated 
that w’hen the budget was made up 
and the taxes levied tor this year, 
no provision had been made for any­ 
thing of this kind. They had held 
the taxes down to barely cover the 
necessary expenses. 
It w’as stated that there are about 
$18,000 of bonds to be paid off the 
first of July, and that there are 
heavy bills from the different insti- 
tuticHis, such as the workhouse, pen­ 
itentiary, and insane asylums, to be | 
met. 
Taxes have been ccmiing in | 
slowly, and there is not enough 
money in the treasury to meet these 
bills. 
The matter of how additional 
money could be raised was discussed. 
Borrowing from banks and a bond 
Issue were amcmg the plans sug­ 
gested. 
All {wesent agreed that it is much 
better to have the men employed 
than to have them idle. They are 
all persons who are being furnished 
with provisions through the state 
relief. 
Nothing is paid to any of 
them except the foremen, who get’ 
35 cents per hour. One foreman can 
io(^ after about 35 men. 
To See What Can Be Done 
County Solicitor John P. Lockhitrt 
said that while he is in hearty sym­ 
pathy with the plan of furnishing 
employment to the men, he doubted 
if the county can legally provide 
mcHiey with w'hich to pay for insur­ 
ance, foremen, and food for noon­ 
day lunch. If it cannot be legally 
done, then the county ccMximission- 
ers could be surcharged with the ex­ 
penditure. 
Tliere w&s considerable discussion 
over the legal prfiase of the matter. 
It was finally agreed that the county 
controller and his attorney be call­ 
ed into conference, to see what at­ 
titude they will take. 
A meeting of council, commis­ 
sioners, controller and their attor­ 
neys is to be held within a few days. 
In the meantime the attorneys will 
look up the legal status. 
Mayor 
Mayne flatly told the commissioners 
that unless there is some way to 
raise funds for the expenses indi­ 
cated, it will be impossible for the 
city to continue to furnish empoly- 
ment.

Since the poultry and egg pro­ 
ducers of Butler and nearby coun­ 
ties have decided to organize the 
Butler Coop;rative Egg Auction, it 
has received much discussion from 
the producer's and other interested 
parties. 
County Agent Harold R. 
McCulloch fmds that many people 
have been misinformed about the 
nature of the organization, the sales 
policies, systems of grading and 
similar factors. To correct some of 
the erroneous information the coun­ 
ty agent has listed some of the 
most often misunderstood questions 
and has answered them correctly. 
Only members can assign eggs, 
and a person must be a producer of 
eggs before he or she can become 
a member. 
Members can consign 
only those eggs which they produce 
from their own flocks. 
The principal grading done on the 
farms is sizing the eggs, and there 
are four sizes as follows: The large 
range from eggs weighing 23 ounces 
per dozen or more. The new weight 
of a case of large eggs must be 45

candles 100 eggs out of each case to 
determine if the eggs belong to the 
fancy, extra,

grades. At the same time the eggs 
are checked for meat and blood 
spots. 
When a case of eggs is fully in­ 
spected, the buyer will know the 
color of shell, net weight of eggs, 
range of weight of individual eggs in 
the case, as mediums 20 to 23 ounces 
per dozen, the internal quality and 
the name of the consigned. 
The auction Will be held on Tues­ 
days and Fridays at 1 p. m. eastern 
standard time. 
The principal expenses in starting 
an auction are: The state charter, 
fire, theft, holdup, etc. insurance; 
a bond for the manager; 
office, 
candling room and storing room 
equipment, and about a month’s 
supply of printing materials. 
The current expenses are light, 
rent, heat, wages for the manager 
candler, auctioneer and other help 
that is needed. Printing materials, 
insurance, etc., after the original 
material and insurances are run out 
A meeting at which time final 
plans will be made for the opera­ 
tion of the auction will be held in 
the Community building, Butler, on 
Thursday eveing, June 8, at 8 o’clock 
eastern standard time.
